Neither science, nor schools, nor 
servants can replace the affection- 
ate direction of intelligent parents. 
Love, respect and obedience cannot 


be commanded from adolescents by | 


parents who in earlier years dele- 
gated their authority to others. 

At the moment in a nearby city 
there is much discussion of a school 
for problem children which may be 
a necessary institution to correct 
past mistakes but to prevent such 
tragedies in the future why not a 
school for problem parents? 

To attain the understanding and 
enjoyment of one’s children does 
not mean sacrificing friends and 
outside interests. A neglect of self 
is as unfortunate as a neglect of 
the children because their’s is a 
deeply-rooted need to feel a pride 
alike in fathers and mothers. This 


intelligent supervision on the part | 
of parents will mean a budgeting of | 


time alloted to activities inside and 
outside the home, always consider- 
ed in relation to the family group. 

J. Edgar Hoover, FBI Chief, is 
a courageous bachelor. Courageous 
in his calling and courageous as a 
bachelor donating advice to par- 
ents. 

In a magazine article “If I Had 
A Son” Hoover said, “If I had a 
son, I’d do one thing. I'd tell the 


truth, I’d never let him catch me} 


in a lie. And in return I'd insist 
that he tell the truth . . When 
children go astray it isn’t the fault 
of the children but of their parents

| GUAM, (delayed)—Marines weary 
| from the battle up the steep slopes 
lof X-Ray Ridge today swept over 
|the crest and advanced 1,000 yards 
| through. figids of Jap dead. 

| Shells were whistling over the 
\ridge. One of our tanks was argu- 
jing with a Jap gun emplacement 
lnear a radio tower. Aircraft roared 
| low overhead, occasionally strafing. 
|First Lieutenant Gardner Locke, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Augustus 
Locke, of 1275 San Mateo Drive, 
called his men together. 


“You will carry a lot of grenades,” 
Lieutenant Locke said. “Don’t be 
efraid to use ’em. Every cave, every 
| emplacement—drop one or two in. 
| We've got to mop this area up.” 

His bearded men, their 
clothes crusted with the red mud of 
Guam, looked like brigands with 


their weapons, camouflaged hel- 
mets, bandoleers and belts loaded 


with grenades. They seemed tense, 
a little too nonchalant. 

One of those sudden driving rains 
swept the ridge and drenched the 
men. One final artillery barrage 
and the order came to move out. 
“Keep both ends down,” cautioned 
Lieutenant Locke. 

As far as the eye could see, the

Then they crossed the ridge | 


and disappeared in the deep Cogon 


erass and in ravines, Scattered sni- | 


per fire and the shrill stutter of 
Jap machine guns sounded 
ahead. 


A Jap “banzai’ charge had been

Already the smell of the 
dead was thick in the air. Bodies 


of the Japanese were everywhere, 
many of them with their horn-rim- 
med glasses still on. 

The first objecflve was a quarry. 
Squads to the right and left flushed 


snipers and disposed of them, but | 


there was no organized opposition. 


{Everywhere were Jap bodies—torn | 


with shells and bombs, riddled with 
machine gun and rifle bullets. 

The quarry was searched and no 
Japs were found, 

Beyond the quarry, along a one- 


lane road that winds toward Mount | 


Tenjo several miles ahead, a ma- 
chine gun raked the road. Two sni- 
pers opened fire and the Marines 
sought cover. 

One Leatherneck with an auto- 
matic rifle wormed his way through 


the high grass. His weapon blasted | 


in a few minutes and he waved 
that one sniper was done. His shoot- 
ing had drawn the fire of the other 
| sniper and the Jap machine gun, 
and a rifleman from another squad 
|nailed the second sniper. 

The machine gun was firing from 
a small cave near the top of a 
lridge. A Marine sergeant worked 
his way close and tried with a gre- 
inade, but missed. 

While rifles poured a _ covering 
fire at the small opening, another 
Teatherneck moved clos? with a 
flame thrower.

Last year many thousands of 
our boys on foreign battlefields 
had a pretty bleak Christmas. 
Too many were not remembered 
by their families at home, and 
almost as many others lost the joy 
of knowing they were much in the 
thoughts of their loved ones by 
not receiving gifts which were 
carefully selected but carelessly 
mailed. 

Delay and loss were caused by 
those who waited too late to mail 
packages, wrapped them insecure- 
ly, addressed them incorrectly or 
forgot the rules on the size of 
parcels and on dangerous or dam- 
aging items prohibited from ov- 
erseas mail. The boys in camps 
here at home can have just as 
forlorn a Christmas as those ov- 
erseas, if they are not 1emember- 
ed; however, the time is not so 
short for domestic mailing. 

It’s time now to begin thinking 
about Christmas packages for the 
members of the armed services 


overseas. In order to insure de- 
livery early and in good order,

What started me thinking of old 
times was the fact that a Menlo boy, 
Bob Kennedy bought a horse. Most 
boys of his age would have wanted 
a motorcycle or a cut-down auto- 
mobile, but Bob had his heart set 
on a horse and he got one. The ani- 
mal is crazy about him and follows 
him around like a dog. He rides 
bareback, which is the finest, though 
the hardest way to ride. I rode side 
saddle for the simple reason that 
(though it doesn’t look that way) 
it is almost impossible to be thrown 
from a side saddle. If there is any- 
thing more embarrassing than being 


dumped off a horse before a crowd | 


of people, I can’t think of it at the 
moment. 

I can remember riding a mare 
with her colt running loose, down 
the main street in Menlo Park. I 
wouldn’t care to try it now, In those 
days, it was a sight to delight the 
eye of any horse lover to see the 
splendid equipages drawn up every 
afternon at the Menlo railroad sta- 
tion. Beautiful women in summer 
dresses wearing big flowered 
visiting from carriage to carriage, 
while coachmen in livery watched 


the restless horses. Life was leisure- | 


ly and full of gay charm in those 
days. Mrs. Edward Hopkins victoria 
was pulled by two grays. Timothy 
Hopkins drove a pair of splendid 
blacks. Senator Felton and the Jo- 
seph Donohoes had 
and William Sharon who had a 
home near the Searsviile Road drove 
either a tally-ho or a tandem. 

Horses had a bad time when 
automobiles began to appear in 
Menlo. They were scared stiff. Be- 
cause we had so many run-aways, 
the rules for automobile drivers 
were strict. On meeting a_ horse, 
the autoist had to slow down to 10 
miles an hour, If the horse became 
troublesome, the driver of the car 
had to lead him past the autimi- 
bile. I sometimes suspect that the 
horse was as much afraid of the 
driver, with his linen duster and his 
goggles, as he was of the automo- 
bile. 

We had speeders in those days 
also—sometimes they went through 
town as fast as 20 miles an hour. 
Bob Chatham who was sheriff at 
the time halted a smart alec driver 
on the highway and told him to 
slow down. The fellow thumbed his 


{nose and “gave the car the gas.” 


Bob yanked out his gun and shot 
both back tires neatly off the car. 
He was a crack shot and he wasn’t 
kidding. 

Mrs. Charles Merrill rode from 
the time she was a child and after 
her marriage, she and her husband 


|kept a fine stable and their chil- 


dren had their own mounts. 

Today in Menlo, Henry Clarke 
carries on the tradition of fine 
horsemanship and the training of 
thoroughbred horses.

Mail Now For “Overseas Christmas” 


Last year many thousands of 
our boys on foreign battlefields 
had a pretty bleak Christmas. 
Too many were not remembered 
by their families at home, and 
almost as many others lost the joy 
of knowing they were much in the 
thoughts of their loved ones by 
not receiving gifts which were 
carefully selected but carelessly 
mailed. 

Delay and loss were caused by 
those who waited too late to mail 
packages, wrapped them insecure- 
ly, addressed them incorrectly or 
forgot the rules on the size of 
parcels and on dangerous or dam- 
aging items prohibited from ov- 
erseas mail. The boys in camps 
here at home can have just as 
forlorn a Christmas as those ov- 
erseas, if they are not 1emember- 
ed; however, the time is not so 
short for domestic mailing.
